Edmonton Needs Outside Experts 


Mr. Justice G. B. O’Connor, investi- 

ting the Northern Hardware building 
fir , has chosen wisely in seeking the 
testimony of a fire fighter of such inter- 
national eminence as Harold J. Burke, for- 
mer chief of New York's fire department. 

Mr. Burke has had more than 30 years’ 
experience and during the war was in full 
charge of the U.S. Navy's fire prevention 
work. 

Significant, too, were the words in 
which Mr. Justice O'Connor made the ap- 
pointment: 

“In fire fighting .. . perhaps there is 
some excuse for going away from home to 
some extent.” 

Exactly the same reasons as impelled 
the iearned commissioner to appoint an 
expert of international repute to give ad- 
vice on the fire fighting situation in Ed- 
monton have impelled The Edmonton 
Bulletin, time and time again, to urge the 
employment of outside experts of wide 
repute to survey the civic organization and 
the town planning situation in this city. 


We will go along full way with the ar- 
gument of those who declare that Hd- 
monton has just as capable men in any 
field as any other city on the continent. 

That is perfectly true. 

But the trouble is that Edmonton men 
get too close to the Edmonton picture. 

Perspective can orly be attained from 
a distance. 

And perspective is an essential ingredi- 
ent of any survey looking to improvement 
in any field. 

The former New York fire chief should 
be able to give invaluable advice on the 
improvement of Edmonton's fire depart- 
ment, not because he is a more capable 
fire-fighter, but because he brings a fresh 
viewpoint to the problem. 

Similarly, outside civic experts could 
give invaluable aid in the better organi- 
zation of Edmonton's civic administration 
because they, too, would bring wide ex- 
perierice and a fresh viewpoint to bear on 
problems which in Edmonton have be- 
come stale.

Accidents Can Be Costly 


Toronto Financial Post 


Have you enough automoblie 
insurance to meet any claim that 
may be made on you? The courts 
are handing out some big judg- 
ments these days and ofien the 
insurance is not enough to pay. 

Most recent case is that report- 
ed-from London, Ont, where a 
motorist is reported to have sold 
a hote! for $100,000 to raise funds 
to pay a motor crash judgment. 
‘There was insurance for $20,000 
but the defendant had to raise 
the balance. Sale of the hotel re- 
sulted. 

It is estimated that the costs all 
told amounted to about $100,000. 

The judgment in favor of six 
injured totalled $83,575 


but the appeal was dismissed. 
When interest om the several 
awards is added, plus court 
charges, including 8 fees, 
ete, the total bill amounted to 
about $99,500. The $20,000 insur- 
ance helps some but pays only 
about one-fifth of the claim. 

Here's what happened, 

In 1944 an automobile carrying 
Six people stalled on the Qusen 
Elizabeth Way. Four of the pas- 
sengers got out to push it. Mean- 
while, another car owned by one 
party, driven by another, both of 
Toronto, siruck the stalled ear. 
Three of the group who were 
pushing received compound frac- 
tures of both legs, and the fourth 
A fractpred hip. Awards to these 
four were for $14,000, $21,000, 
$2540 and $26,000, The 4 
two received judgments, one for 
$409 and one for $175, 


The trial judge in his judgment 
noted that one of the plaintiffs 
has had four years’ hospital 
treatment for a broken log, uther 
injuries and impaired hearing; 
another had two broken legs and 
was treated for gangereneé infec- 
tion; another had a broken thigh, 
the bone being ground up, caus- 
ing difficult healing. Another 
plaintiff, it was stated; might

The action was taken by the 
injured parties against both the 
owner and the driver of the car. 

The award of $83,575 is believ- 
ed the second largest ever hand-

Treatment For 


Rheumatism Devised 
By English Doctor 


Dr. Augustus Gibbs ts the 
physician's name. His clinic Is at 
7 Fellhurst Crescent, Dagenham, 
Essex. 

This is the story of his vaccine, 
which makes use of the radio-ac- 
tive substance, thorium, 

In the early 1930's, the doctor 
was factory physician to a gas 
mantle plant. He found that the 
men who sloshed about in the 
radio-active waste solution never 
developed rheumatism. 

Moreover, some who had suf- 
fered from rheumatism were cur- 
ed after they went to work at the 
gas mantle factory. 

Dr. Gibbs began to experiment 
with thorium, which is the raw 
material from which the sub- 
stances come which impart the 
luminous quality to gas mantles, 
Over a period of years he experi- 
mented. 

Finally, he got a derivate of 
thorium which, when injected ins 
the veins of persons with arth- 
ritis, effects an amazing improve- 
ment in many cases. 


General 
Principle 

There is, of course, nothing new 
about the general principle of the 
above. 

Many of the great medical in- 
stitutions are using radio-active 
materials in the treatment of 
other diseases, 

What is astonishing tn me is 
that one lone doctor, working as 
a regular family practitioner in a 
factory town, should have got re- 
sults which appear to me to be 
years ahead of the main stream 
of atomic-medical research. 

And Dr. Gibbs has done that 
while keeping up his regular 
practice. He has another doctor 
as an assistant, a masseur, and a 
nurse, 

The Germans bombed his lab- 
oratory, of which he was ex- 
tremely proud. 

Yet he has come through and, 
in my opinion, pointed down an 
extremely promising path in the 
treatment of this disease, which 
costs every country more than 
any other single disease, not only 
in human agony, but in money, 

Of this, more later,

Edmonton's burning Junior A hockey question fanned

| met to discuss a “composite team” in the Western Canada

and cents, for on July 7 the clubs

The meeting was called to dis- 
cuss an AAHA proposition calling 
for a composite club from Edmon- 
ton in the WCJHL. The AAHA 
proposal was made after that body 
refused to recognize EAC’s entry in 
the league. 

At last night's confab, EAC, 
Maple Leafs and Canadians ex- 
pressed the desire to support a 
single Edmonton team. South 
Side spokesman, Gordon Pet- 
tinger, said his organization was 
neither in favor nor against a 
combined team at the present 
time. 


$30,000 BABY 

EAC president, Harold (Budd) 
Williamson, outlined the probable 
cost of icing a team in the fast west- 
{ern loop. Said he: “Our investiga- 
tions have revealed that $30,000 will 
be required to operate a team in 
the WCJHL.” 
| Williamson went on to say that 
to break even an Edmonton team 
would have to draw an average of 
3.500 fans to 18 home games. He
